The Inflacnce of alcohol on the nerves, and 
especially on the motor nerves Is scen in the 
acute stage of intoxication, and in -[te chronic 
form is exhibited dn delirium tremens, and 
various forms of neutolic disease, But, -fearfal 

re these diseases, they wre of compara: 
tively rare occurrence, while diseases spriogin, 
from the action of alcohol.on tha. phys! 1 
Organs are of such far. more frequent occur. 
fence as to xender their consideration of 
greater practical importance. Alcohol exerts its 
essential and most significant influence on the 
vital organs by belog taken up Ia the circulation, 
and thus brought iato direct contact with the 
cellular. tissues ‘of the vital organs. Cirshose 
lives, diseases of tha heart, of the arteries, of the 
kidneys, and of the mucous membrane of the 
alimentary canal, along with gout, diabetes, and 
fatty. degeneration, are all ascribableto it. This 
is a forraldable Hst when we take into conalder- 
ation thelr frequent occurrence, and I can only 
ascribe the Indifference’ of the profession to a « 
want of reallzation of the injarlous consequences 
flowing from the iclous babi Alcohol is 
frequently prescribed under the mistaken 
Impression that It posseases wholesome and even 
healing propertier, The physician, as family 
frlend and adviser, should be careful not to ere 
In this direction; espectally should slcohol 
never be administered to children. The pre- 
vention.of the evils of alcoholism, when once 
realized, should appeal. to us.aq physicians to 
enlist all our forces in an earnest effortto grapple — 
with them, Prevention is, in principte, so easy. 
Notbing is needed hut Insfght and good will ! 
Shall we not, then, gladly embrace the opport- 
‘unity to avert stich endless misery? Theridicole
